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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. The amendment to the claims filed on 2-14-03 does not comply with the 
requirements of 37 CFR 1.121(c) because the clean-copy of the amendments to claims 
1 and 25 are inconsistent with the marked-up versions of these amendments. The 
clean copy of amended claim 1 recites, "[A] sequence of synthetic or natural 
retroelements...said retroelements comprise a 3' and/or 5'LTR region and said insertion 
sequence is incorporated into said 3' LTR and/or 5' LTR region." However, the marked- 
up version of claim 1 recites "[A] sequence of retroviral DNA comprising synthetic or 

natural elements said sequence comprises a nucleotide sequence of interest which 

can be integrated into the genome of a target cell, a recognition sequence, and a 3' 
and/or 5' LTR regions. Applicant's amendment to claims 1 and 25 is non-compliant 
since it is unclear which version of the amended claims Applicants desire to submit for 
examination purposes, because the marked-up and clean versions of amended claim 1 
are inconsistent. Amendments to the claims filed after March 1 , 2001 must comply with 
37 CFR 1.121(c) which states: 
(c) Claims . 

(1) Amendment by rewriting, directions to cancel or add : Amendments to a claim must be made by 
rewriting such claim with all changes (e.g., additions, deletions, modifications) included. The rewriting 
of a claim (with the same number) will be construed as directing the cancellation of the previous 
version of that claim. A claim may also be canceled by an instruction. 

(i) A rewritten or newly added claim must be in clean form, that is, without markings to indicate the 
changes that have been made. A parenthetical expression should follow the claim number indicating 
the status of the claim as amended or newly added (e.g., "amended," twice amended," or "new"). 

(ii) If a claim is amended by rewriting such claim with the same number, the amendment must be 
accompanied by another version of the rewritten claim, on one or more pages separate from the 
amendment, marked up to show all the changes relative to the previous version of that claim. A 
parenthetical expression should follow the claim number indicating the status of the claim, e.g., 
"amended," "twice amended," etc. The parenthetical expression "amended," "twice amended," etc.
